Discuss Campaign Platforms

The following is an interview con- 
ducted by THE BULLET with SA 
Presidential Candidate Laura Bu- 
chanan: 

BULLET: In your own words, why 
should the MWC student body elect 
•you President? 

Buchanan: Because with my experi- 
! ence in student government, I am the 
most qualified candidate to hold the 
I office of SA President. I have already 

I served on Executive Cabinet as Aca- 
demic Affairs Chairman. Plus, with 
my open lines of communications 
with the students, I feel that I would 
be a most effective leader. 
BULLET: On the matter of commu- 
L nication, you mention in your plat- 
? form that your first goal is ' 'one to one 
relationship with the students." Could 
you elaborate on that a bit? 
Buch: Communication is the most im- 
portant thing. If you don't have com- 
munication, you don't have any tiling: 
you don't have ties, you don't have 
unity. To get a quorum in the Senate 
at every meeting, I think we need this 
unity and this communication. Stu- 
dent officers must know what's going 
on in students' minds; they must 
i know the issues if they're going to be 
effective. 

BULLET: How do you, as SA Presi- 
dent plan to open up those lines of 
communication . 

Buch: Tracy Hudson had an excellent 
idea in his Senate Liason/Coordinat- 
ing Committee. We talked in depth 
about it last week and his proposals 
really impressed me; they deserve 
study. 



BULLET: Your second goal is "a 
thorough investigation of the infirma- 
ry/security." Why investigate the in- 
firmary? 

Buch: We need more counseling done 
in the infirmary, especially in birth 
control and planned parenthood. Also, 
I think we need someone especially 
trained to deal with attempted sui- 
cides and other psychiatric problems. 
In the beginning of the year I had 
someone on my hall who was suicidal ; 
I called Mrs. Kelly and couldn't get an 
appointment because she was booked 
up for two weeks. 
BULLET: What about security? 
Buch: I think we need people on the 
force who are Red Cross-trained; 
these men so often are confronted 
with medical problems; they must be 
trained to deal with them. Also, we 
need to have another security guard 
on after midnight; now there's only 
one. We need them more at night than 
we do during the day. 
BULLET: How would you go about 
implementing these ideas? 
Buch: Through the Senate; more spe- 
cifically, through either the Special 
Projects or the Welfare Committee. 
These committees would thoroughly 
research the problem and recom- 
mend solutions. For example, two 
years ago, Jeannie Walker's Welfare 
Committee researched both the infir- 
mary and security and she did ac- 
complish a lot, especially counseling 
on birth control. But we need more. I 
would like to see the infirmary give 
out birth control devices. You 
shouldn't have to go off campus to get 
it. And I don't like to see those nurses 
over there gabbing about who comes 
in for birth control counseling. 
BULLET: You were on Executive Ca- 
binet this year. Have you discussed 
any of these matters particularly 
birth control with Dr. Woodard or 
Dean Clement? 

Buch: No, I haven't. But Dr. Woodard 
said he would be open to all ideas so 
long as 1 could bring it to him written 
down on a piece of paper, saying exac- 
tly what I want and why I want it. And 
as far as Dean Clement, I would go to 
Dr. Woodard first. 

BULLET: How would you perceive 
your position as SA President, vis-a- 
vis the administration? 
Buch: The SA President must have a 
working administration: that's the 
only way to get anything done on this 
campus. But I think it's more impor- 
tant to have a working relationship 
with the students. 

BULLET: Do you feel that you pos- 
sess the proper rapport with the Ad- 
ministration? 

Buch: Yes, I do, since I worked with 
them all of last year and all of this 
year.

Phi Beta Kappa Induction

Twenty-six Mary Washington stu- 
dents and one alumni have been elect- 
ed to the Kappa of Virginia Chapter of 
Phi Beta Kappa (PBK), the nation's 
oldest and most prestigious honorary 
organization. 

The official tapping ceremony was 
held in ACL Ballroom at 4:00 p.m. on 
February 22, 1978. After a brief wel- 
come to parents and guests by Prof. 
David* Cain, of the MWC 
Religion Department and President 
of the Mary Washington PBK chap- 
ter, the initiates slowly filed in, sol- 
emn but happy. 

Ms. Laura Sumner, Historian of the 
college chapter, then presented a 
short history of Phi Beta Kappa, be- 
ginning with its creation in 1776 at 
William and Mary College in Willi- 
amsburg, Virginia. A present there 
are over 200 chapters throughout the 
country. MWC's own chapter was in- 
stalled on February 22, 1971. 

Upon regaining the podium, Prof.

changing and they must change along 
with them. But there are diplomatic 
ways to do this as well as non-diplo- 
matic ways: I think it's pretty obvious 
which ones work. , 

BULLET: You mentioned "stu- 
dents rights". Could you state per- 
haps a few of these rights which you 
feel need expansion or clarification? 
How would you feel about the inclu- 
sion of a Student Bill of Rights within 
either The Handbook or the SA Consti- 
tution? 

PEAKE: I of course support a Stu- 
dent Bill of Rights, however I feel that 
we must approach the issue realisti- 
cally: such a concept would take a 
long time. But I feel that it is a defi- 
nite goal to move towards. 

So far as specific rights, I think that 
the rights of males must be examined. 
Males should be able to have a house 
like the French House or Spanish 
House; that's definitely a right they 
should have. Visitation is a right we 
should have, especially on the week- 
ends. 

BULLET: Do you support the Bill 
presently pending in the General As- 
sembly in Richmond which would 
place a student on the Boards of Visi- 
tors of all state-supported schools in 
an advising capacity? 

PEAKE: Definitely. This bill would 
help stop the block between the stu- 
dents and the Board. It's very impor- 
tant to have a student on the Board of 
Visitors, as it is to have a student on 
the Administrative Board. 

BULLET: Would you be willing to 
personally travel to Richmond to tes- 
tify in favor of the Bill ? 

PEAKE: Definitely. 

BULLET: The first goal you list on 
your platform is the creation of "a 
meal plan system." Could you eh - 
orate on that? 

PEAKE: Students at this school" 
pay for a lot of meals that they don't 
eat: breakfast, weekend meals, etc. 
This isn't fair; some system must be 
worked out whereby these students 
don't pay for meals they don't eat. 
People keep referring to a 1973 meal 
plan study, but that was done before 
ARA came to Mary Washington. Even 
if a meal plan turns out to be more ex- 
pensive, it's only democratic. ARA 
says it cuts down food services on the 
weekend by 43 percent because only 
57 percent of the students stay on 
campus: but that means that the peo- 
ple who are away are still paying for 
the people who are here, and it's the 
same thing with breakfast. I really 
don't think that's fair. The problem 
could be solved in several ways: 
cards, different colored ID'S or what- 
ever. 

BULLET: How would you, as SA 
President, go about implementing a 
meal plan? 

PEAKE: First, a campus-wide ref- 
erendum could be used to tell us pre- 
cisely where the sentiments lay— the 
findings of this referendum would 
give further guidance and direction to 
the existing Senate ad-hoc Dining Hall 
Committee. This will help put the 
meal plan on the top of the list of the 
Senate's priorities. 

BULLET: Your second goal is a 
"re-evaluation of present visitation 
policies." Do you advocate 23 hour 
visitation or something between the 
present system and 23 hours? 

PEAKE: I am very strongly 
against the present visitation policies 
at this college. I realize that it will 
take a long time, but, a step at a time, 
we can achieve a visitation policy 
more in accordance with the needs 
and desires of the students of Mary 
Washington College. We should first 
try to get 23 hour visitation on week- 
ends, and then gradually work on it 
for during the week. We could per- 
haps have a trial dorm at first, to see 
how it works out. 

BULLET: How would you go about 
effecting such a change in the visita- 
tion policies? 

PEAKE: By creating a research 
group which would present a doc- 
umented, well-reasoned proposal to 
Dr. Woodard and the Board of Visi- 
tors. 

BULLET: How would you deal with 
the sign-in procedure under a system 
of 23 hour visitation when there would 
be eight hours during the night when 
no desk aides would be on duty?

Eminent Historian 
Lectures at MWC

Dr. Benjamin Quarles, Professor 
Emeritus from Morgan State Univer- 
sity and author of The Negro in the 
Making of America visited Mary 
Washington College Monday, Feb- 
ruary 20, 1977.

And 
as far as Dean Clement, I would go to 
Dr. Woodard first. 

BULLET: How would you perceive 
your position as SA President, vis-a- 
vis the administration? 
Buch: The SA President must have a 
working administration: that's the 
only way to get anything done on this 
campus. But I think it's more impor- 
tant to have a working relationship 
with the students. 

BULLET: Do you feel that you pos- 
sess the proper rapport with the Ad- 
ministration? 

Buch: Yes, I do, since I worked with 
them all of last year and all of this 
year. 

BULLET: Your third goal is "a look 
into visitation for more hours." Do 
you advocate 23 hour visitation or

The following is an interview con- 
ducted by THE BULLET with SA 
Presidential Candidate Janine 
Peake: 

BULLET: In your own words, why 
should the MWC student body elect 
you President? 

PEAKE: Because I have a lot of 
new ideas and new proposals which 
could significantly improve student 
life here. 

BULLET: In your platform, you 
write that you will "act upon (stu- 
dent) needs rather than just voice 
them." Could you elaborate on that? 

PEAKE: The SA Constitution de- 
fines the job in many ways -the Pres 
ident is a mediator, but she also has 
the power to enact proposals. In the 
past it hasn't been done, but I feel that 
the potential is there. The first thing I 
would do is create a committee to in- 
vestigate visitation. I would also 
study the possibility of instituting a 
meal plan. Basically, the President 
should be a more active person than 
in the past. 

BULLET: Would you do these 
things through Senate? 

PEAKE: Definitely. Yes, to a cer- 
tain extent. But much of this is also 
the personal image that the President 
projects; that makes a lot of differ- 
ence. 

BULLET: You also write that you 
have "a good working relationship 
with the Administration, yet have al- 
ways stood firm for the interest (you) 
were representing." How would you 
as SA President, perceive your rela- 
tionship vis-a-vis the Administration? 

PEAKE: I would see myself as a 
leader of the student body, represent- 
ing their interests and working with 
the Administration to secure for the 
students the rights they demand. I 
hope to make the Administration un- 
derstand why we're thinking the way 
we are and to make them realize that 
we do have certain needs. Times are 



Phi Beta Kappa Induction

Twenty-six Mary Washington stu- 
dents and one alumni have been elect- 
ed to the Kappa of Virginia Chapter of 
Phi Beta Kappa (PBK), the nation's 
oldest and most prestigious honorary 
organization. 

The official tapping ceremony was 
held in ACL Ballroom at 4:00 p.m. on 
February 22, 1978. After a brief wel- 
come to parents and guests by Prof. 
David- Cain, of the MWC 
Religion Department and President 
of the Mary Washington PBK chap- 
ter, the initiates slowly filed in, sol- 
emn but happy. 

Ms. Laura Sumner, Historian of the 
college chapter, then presented a 
short history of Phi Beta Kappa, be- 
ginning with its creation in 1776 at 
William and Mary College in Willi- 
amsburg, Virginia. A present there 
are over 200 chapters throughout the 
country. MWC's own chapter was in- 
stalled on February 22, 1971. 

Upon regaining the podium, Prof. 
Cain proceeded with the swearing in 
of the initiates. Each new member 
then signed the official Chapter re- 



cord book and received their certifi- 
cate from Secretary, Mrs. Miriam 
Hoge. Cain himself congratulated the 
students as they returned to their 
seats. 

The induction completed, President 
Cain offered a final observation on the 
aim and purpose of Phi Beta Kappa, 
and its meaning in the lives of the new 
MWC members. He urged caution in 
the midst of the "celebration of 
knowledge," pointed out that knowl- 
edge in itself "cannot save us." This 
realization, however, should not keep 
us from the pursuit of knowledge Cain 
insisted, quoting John Stuart Mill that 
we are, "... right in what we affirm, 
wrong in what we deny." His message 
was one of encouragement and exhor- 
tation, to work hard without worship- 
ping work as an end in itself • 

Later, a lavish reception was held 
downstairs in the ACL Reserve Par- 
lor, where the students, their fami- 
lies, and friends mingled with those 
MWC faculty members who them- 
selves belong to Phi Beta Kappa. 
MWC faculty PBK members selected 
the twenty-six new MWC members,

Due to a 
leave of absence, MWC was unable to 
contact Ms. Volk for the ceremony 
here in Fredericksburg 
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changing and they must change along 
with them. But there are diplomatic 
ways to do this as well as non-diplo- 
matic ways : I think it's pretty obvious 
which ones work. 

BULLET: You mentioned "stu- 
dents rights". Could you state per- 
haps a few of these rights which you 
feel need expansion or clarification? 
How would you feel about the inclu- 
sion of a Student Bill of Rights within 
either The Handbook or the SA Consti- 
tution? 

PEAKE: I of course support a Stu- 
dent Bill of Rights, however I feel that 
we must approach the issue realisti- 
cally: such a concept would take a 
long time. But I feel that it is a defi- 
nite goal to move towards. 

So far as specific rights, I think that 
the rights of males must be examined. 
Males should be able to have a house 
like the French House or Spanish 
House; that's definitely a right they 
should have. Visitation is a right we 
should have, especially on the week- 
ends. 

BULLET: Do you support the Bill 
presently pending in the General As- 
sembly in Richmond which would 
place a student on the Boards of Visi- 
tors of all state-supported schools in 
an advising capacity? 

PEAKE: Definitely. This bill would 
help stop the block between the stu- 
dents and the Board. It's very impor- 
tant to have a student on the Board of 
Visitors, as it is to have a student on 
the Administrative Board. 

BULLET: Would you be willing to 
personally travel to Richmond to tes- 
tify in favor of the Bill? 

PEAKE: Definitely. 

BULLET: The first goal you list on 
your platform is the creation of "a 
meal plan system." Could you eh - 
orate on that? 

PEAKE: Students at this school" 
pay for a lot of meals that they don't 
eat: breakfast, weekend meals, etc. 
This isn't fair; some system must be 
worked out whereby these students 
don't pay for meals they don't eat. 
People keep referring to a 1973 meal 
plan study, but that was done before 
ARA came to Mary Washington. Even 
if a meal plan turns out to be more ex- 
pensive, it's only democratic. ARA 
says it cuts down food services on the 
weekend by 43 percent because only 
57 percent of the students stay on 
campus: but that means that the peo- 
ple who are away are still paying for 
the people who are here, and it's the 
same thing with breakfast. I really 
don't think that's fair. The problem 
could be solved in several ways: 
cards, different colored ID's or what- 
ever. 

BULLET: How would you, as SA 
President, go about implementing a 
meal plan? 

PEAKE: First, a campus-wide ref- 
erendum could be used to tell us pre- 
cisely where the sentiments lay— the 
findings of this referendum would 
give further guidance and direction to 
the existing Senate ad-hoc Dining Hall 
Committee. This will help put the 
meal plan on the iop of the list of the 
Senate's priorities. 

BULLET: Your second goal is a 
"re-evaluation of present visitation 
policies." Do you advocate 23 hour 
visitation or something between the 
present system and 23 hours? 

PEAKE: I am very strongly 
against the present visitation policies 
at this college. I realize that it will 
take a long time, but, a step at a time, 
we can achieve a visitation policy 
more in accordance with the needs 
and desires of the students of Mary 
Washington College. We should first 
try to get 23 hour visitation on week- 
ends, and then gradually work on it 
for during the week. We could per- 
haps have a trial dorm at first, to see 
how it works out. 

BULLET: How would you go about 
effecting such a change in the visita- 
tion policies? 

PEAKE: By creating a research 
group which would present a doc- 
umented, well-reasoned proposal to 
Dr. Woodard and the Board of Visi- 
tors. 

BULLET: How would you deal with 
the sign-in procedure under a system 
of 23 hour visitation when there would 
be eight hours during the night when 
no desk aides would be on duty?

Eminent Historian 
Lectures at MWC

Dr. Benjamin Quarles, Professor 
Emeritus from Morgan State Univer- 
sity and author of The Negro in the 
Making of America visited Mary- 
Washington College Monday, Feb- 
ruary 20, 1977. Dr. Quarles was grad- 
uated from Shaw University in Win- 
ston-Salem, North Carolina. He 
received his masters and doctoral de- 
grees from the University of Wiscon- 
sin. He has taught at Shaw, Dillard 
University in New Orleans, and Mor- 
gan State in Maryland. Dr. Quarles is 
recognized as one of the foremost au- 
thorities on the Black Experience in 
the New World. His appearance at 



MWC was part of the Visiting Schol- 
ars Program of the University Center 
in Virginia. 

Dr. Quarles* first lecture of the day 
was "American History's Black Com- 
ponent." In an informal talk, Dr. 
Quarles told the story that, until re- 
cently, the history books left out the 
story of the Negro in America. Dr. 
Quarles used many examples of 
Black contributions to the American 
scene as proof that Blacks have had a 
significant influence on American his- 
tory and culture. 

Dr. Quarles' second lecture was en- 
titled "Ante-Bellum Free Blacks: 
Abolition's Different Drummers." In 
this lecture, Dr. Quarles discussed the 
position of free Blacks in the years be-

Fortunately, the general cli- 
mate on campus during the 
past week's campaigns indi- 
cates an awareness of the im- 
portance of the situation. Spe- 
cifically, the voter turnout for 
preliminary elections almost 
equalled the response at last 
year's final voting. Well over 
400 people voiced their views 
and asserted their voting 
power. 

This demonstration of stu- 
dent interest is indicative of the 
definitive need to ensure that 
our next Student Association 
officers be effective leaders. 
The results of these preliminar- 
ies further affirmed our recog- 
nition that the S.A. has the po- 
tential to competently 
represent its constituents and 
concordantly, that these con- 
stituents are aware of the 
hopeless prospects of allowing 
a maintenance of the status 
quo. I applaud the response of 
these 400 plus voters and I look 
forward to an informed majority 
choice tomorrow that will re- 
flect a concerned call for re- 
sponsible representation. 

The immediate necessity of 
this responsible representation 
cannot be emphasized enough. 
Serious questions have arisen 
concerning the representation 
offered this year by our S.A. 
executive cabinet members. It 
was not always clear whose 
cause they represented. (Janu- 
ary. Executive Cabinet: Whom 
do they represent?) and it was 
obvious that confusion about 
our leaders reigned when a key 
member of S.A. resigned in 
protest of an executive cabinet 
issue, when an executive cabi- 
net member considered resig- 
nation regarding the same 
issue, when four students 



call our S.A. president col- 
lected over 200 signatures in a 
48 to 72 hour period. In light of 
all this, however, every mem- 
ber of executive cabinet 
published a statement de- 
fending their actions. Resolved 
or unresolved, these issues 
are now past history. The deci- 
sive question is: will we allow 
history to repeat itself two 
years consecutively? Regard- 
less of individual opinion on 
the positions of our present 
S.A. officials, the unrest and 
dissatisfaction of many stu- 
dents this year cannot be ig- 
nored or forgotten. It did occur. . 
People were dissatisfied. The 
key issue in tomorrow's elec- 
tion is to prevent a continuance 
of this dissatisfaction by instal- 
ling officers worthy of their 
constituents trust and respect. 

In order to restore our Stu- 
dent Association to this posi- 
tion of trust and respect, we 
must determine what quality or 
qualities a leader should pos- 
sess. 

Radical leadership represen- 
tation, candidates elected 
merely on the basis of individu- 
al popularity, and puppet rep- 
resentatives have clearly prov- 
en ineffective. What is 
imperative to the position of a 
leader in a relatively conserva- 
tive atmosphere is competen- 
cy. A competent leader with 
firm convictions can be count- 
ed on to represent student in- 
terests while maintaining an ef- 
fective and necessary liason 
with our administrators. 

The quality of student rep- 
resentation at MWC is once 
again in our hands. The results 
of tomorrow's election will indi- 
cate the priorities and the di- 
rection that we want to pursue 
in the coming year. Please 
come out and vote. We cannot 
expect full representation if we 
do not offer full support in re- 
turn. Choose your candidates 
carefully, read their platforms 
and make an informed deci- 
sion. The right to vote does 
give us power. We just have to 
begin using it! If we want action 
we must be willing to take ac- 
tion.

Buch: In the long run, I would like to 
see 23 hour visitation. In the short run, 
I know that this won't be accom- 
plished in one year; you cannot get 23 
hour visitation overnight, especially 
with the present Board of Visitors- 
next year maybe There is a bill in the 
General Assembly in Richmond that 
states that there must be a recent 
graduate on the Board for next year. 
BULLET: How will you be able to af- 
fect any change in visitation when the 
Administration is so adamantly op- 
posed to it? 

Buch: Paid desk aides go on at 8:00 
a.m. Maybe convince the BOV to ex- 
tend the visitation hours at least back 
to 9:00 a.m. I want to go to the Board 
myself and make a proposal for this 
change; I'll give my reasons and I 
think I can convince them to do it. Es- 
pecially with the newer members of 
the Board. 

BULLET: Do you think that extend- 
ing the hours in the morning will be of 
any real value to us? Don't we want 
more hours at night? 
Buch: Yes, they ultimately want 
more at night. But right now I think 
we can only work a little at a time. If 
we can get one or two hours, it would 
help. 

BULLET: There is a bill now pending 
in Richmond which would place a stu- 
dent on the BOV of all 



schools in an advisory capacity. 
Would you support such a concept? 
Buch: Yes, I think that's an excellent 
idea. 

BULLET: Would you be willing to go 
personally to Richmond and testify in 
favor of the bill? 

Buch: Yes, I would go down to Rich- 
mond and testify on these things. I 
will do anything the students want me 1 
to do; the students are my main con- 
cern. If they want me to do it, then I'll 
doit. 

BULLET: You mention in your plat- 
form that you "will work for the 
rights of students." Could you expand 
on that?

BULLET: How about the SA Constitu- 
tion? 

Buch: Maybe. I think a Student Bill of 
Rights is an excellent idea.

that's the hub of the campus; people 
will see me there. 

BULLET: How would you feel about 
making student activities such as 
holding Executive Cabinet positions 
or major posts in the BULLET, BAT- 



TLEFIELD, AND AUBADE, 
paid or credited offices? 
Buch: I think it's a great idea. The 
basketball players get credit, the peo- 
ple who act in plays get credit; it's 
only fair that we get credit as well. 
Most other state-supported schools 
recognize the time and effort nec- 
essary to do these jobs well by giving 
people credit. I think we should get 
paid, or at least get one more credit 
because it takes so many hours. 
BULLET: You were a member of an 
Executive Cabinet that issued a 
statement apparently endorsing 
Kathy Mayer's holding of only 10 
class hours. Do you have any com- 
ments on that? 

Buch: Most people on Executive Cabi- 
net took more than 12 hours this year, 
except for Kathy; and one of her 
classes was pottery and another was 
P.E. I will take 15 hours if I am elect- 
ed SA President. Kathy honestly felt 
that she was legally holding office 
since the day the dean said she was a 
full-time student. People in the past 
have done it, except for Gwen Phil- 
lips. I think that the people who put 
that provision in the Constitution in- 
tended "full-time student" to 
one taking 12 hours. Bi 
didn't. . ' 

BULLET: But you were a member ot 
an Executive Cabinet that issued a 
statement supporting Mayer's posi- 
tion. 



Buch: We had to take a stand: it had 
been raked over the coals so much 
that people were sick of it. When Pres- 
ident Woodard came to talk to us he 
said that he had told Kathy that she 
was a full-time student. So all of us 
seemed to agree that we needed to 
take a positive stand behind Kathy. 
BULLET: In this matter, do you feel 
that the Executive Cabinet adequate- 
ly responded to the student questions 
and concern or was the fact that Pres- 
ident Woodard approved Mayer's ac- 
tions your major consideration? 
Buch: I considered the students' 
mainly. Granted, a few disagreed 
with Kathy, but most people I talked 
with agreed with me on this matter. I 
am a liason between the students and 
the Administration, but in situations 
of conflict I side with the students. 
BULLET: Are there any final words 
you have for the MWC student body 
before 20 percent of them go to cast 
their votes tomorrow? 
Buch: I feel that with my qualifica- 
tions and experience, I am the best 
person for the job. My communication 
with the students will allow me to be 
an effective representative of their in- 
terests; people come to me when they 
have problems, they come to me when 
they want things accomplished, they 
come to me with their issues.

PEAKE: Students could have ei- 
ther regular dorm keys, or an electro- 
nic locking system (as in the Day Stu- 
dents lounge) could be used. I look at 
it like this: the doors are going to be 
locked anyway, you're on your honor 
and there's no reason why you can't 
just bring them in with you. It's point- 
less to sign them in at night, although 
during the day, when the dorm is 
open, the sign-in system is a nec- 
essary security precaution. But now 
that MWC is changing from an all- 
girls school, I don't think that security 
is as big a factor as it once was. 

Another area worthy of study is the 
possibility of any student on campus, 
male and female, being able to go into 
any dorm without having to mess with 
signing in; all they'd need to do is 
show an ID.

PEAKE: I came to MWC because of 
its excellent academic standards.

Eventually, a 
Day Student may be elected Presi- 
dent, but until then they need definite 
representation on the Cabinet. I feel 
that residential students already have 
the representation.

fore the Civil War. Many free Blacks 
were craftsmen and skilled laborers. 
Approximately 37% were employed in 
urban areas of the South. Richmond, 
Charleston, and New Orleans all had 
large communities of free Blacks. De- 
spite this fact, the freedman was es- 
sentially "the third element in a socie- 
ty built for two." Even in the 
supposedly liberal North, the free 
Black was segregated by law and cus- 
tom. Many free Blacks like Benjamin 
Banneker and Etienne Bore made sig- 
nificant contributions to science and 
technology. Others, like Frederick 
Douglass and Harriet Tubman, were 
movers and shakers in the abolitionist 
movement. Even after Emancipa- 
tion, Black men and women who had 
been free before the Thirteenth 
Amendment continued to contribute 
to American life. The first Black U.S. 
Senator , Hiram Revels of Mississippi, 
had been a pre-Civil War freedman. 
All in all, many free blacks overcame 
the hardships placed on them by 
white society to rise to positions of 
prominence and make a lasting mark 
on the American lifestyle.

receptive to activities (in which they 
supposedly have had a voice in select- 
ing) and participate with appropriate 
enthusiasm and maturity. 

The RA must sponsor activities that 
do not have discriminatory overtones, 
either by the nature of the activity or 
the place and time at which it is held. 
Still activities must be specialized 
and competitive enough for those who 
are seeking more serious ways to 
spend their leisure time. There is also 
an informal obligation to work with 
and help promote related organiza- 
tions that are forming or already in 
existence. 

With a limited budget, all too few 
active personnel and few choice 
times, the RA cannot afford a hit-and- 
miss philosophy. The 1977-78 RA has 
avoided this policy, but has fostered 
dissatisfaction at the opposite end of 
the spectrum. Guided by traditional 
goals for each season of the year, the 
RA has delved minimally into new in- 
novations. The organization's repu- 
tation has suffered as a consequence. 

The major breakdown has oc- 
curred, then, within the association's 



communications and publicity. Th 
number of active participants amon 
the representatives does not reflec 
the interest within a dorm or of th 
day students. Either voluntarily or b 
necessity, the work load has faller 
upon a precious few. As liasions be 
tween the students and the organiza 
tion's machinery, representative 
commonly fail to communicate stu 
dents' interests and, more important 
ly, the activities as outlined by the de- 
cision makers. 

The RA, unlike most other campus 
organizations, does not arrange 
things for students to watch, but for 
students to participate in. But recog- 
nizance of a problem is only a half- 
step towards the solution to a prob- 
lem. Criticism can only be construc- 
tive if those who must hear it and 
those who create it are willing to rem- 
edy the situation by listening, working 
and participating. 

Note: I would like to express my 
thanks to those 491 persons who 
signed the petition supporting my 
nomination for the office of RA Presi- 
dent.

This election without a 
Joubt is one of the most crucial 
jvents facing MWC this year, 
romorrow, we the MWC voting 
Dopulation will choose a lead- 
3rship body representing our 
goals and ambitions for the up- 
coming year. And tomorrow 
jvening, when all the votes are 
tallied, we will possess total 
and undeniable responsibility 
for our choice. The implica- 
tions of this responsibility are 
critical. 

Fortunately, the general cli- 
mate on campus during the 
past week's campaigns indi- 
cates an awareness of the im- 
portance of the situation. Spe- 
cifically, the voter turnout for 
preliminary elections almost 
equalled the response at last 
year's final voting. Well over 
400 people voiced their views 
and asserted their voting 
power. 

This demonstration of stu- 
dent interest is indicative of the 
definitive need to ensure that 
our next Student Association 
officers be effective leaders. 
The results of these preliminar- 
ies further affirmed our recog- 
nition that the S.A. has the po- 
tential to competently 
represent its constituents and 
concordantly, that these con- 
stituents are aware of the 
hopeless prospects of allowing 
a maintenance of the status 
quo. I applaud the response of 
these 400 plus voters and I look 
forward to an informed majority 
choice tomorrow that will re- 
flect a concerned call for re- 
sponsible representation. 

The immediate necessity of 
this responsible representation 
cannot be emphasized enough. 
Serious questions have arisen 
concerning the representation 
offered this year by our S.A. 
executive cabinet members. It 
was not always clear whose 
cause they represented. (Janu- 
ary, Executive Cabinet: Whom 
do they represent?) and it was 
obvious that confusion about 
our leaders reigned when a key 
member of S.A. resigned in 
protest of an executive cabinet 
issue, when an executive cabi- 
net member considered resig- 
nation regarding the same 
issue, when four students 



of the executive cabinet, and 
when a petition drawn up to re- 
call our S.A. president col- 
lected over 200 signatures in a 
48 to 72 hour period. In light of 
all this, however, every mem- 
ber of executive cabinet 
published a statement de- 
fending their actions. Resolved 
or unresolved, these issues 
are now past history. The deci- 
sive question is: will we allow 
history to repeat itself two 
years consecutively? Regard- 
less of individual opinion on 
the positions of our present 
S.A. officials, the unrest and 
dissatisfaction of many stu- 
dents this year cannot be ig- 
nored or forgotten. It did occur. 
People were dissatisfied. The 
key issue in tomorrow's elec- 
tion is to prevent a continuance 
of this dissatisfaction by instal- 
ling officers worthy of their 
constituents trust and respect. 

In order to restore our Stu- 
dent Association to this posi- 
tion of trust and respect, we 
must determine what quality or 
qualities a leader should pos- 
sess. 

Radical leadership represen- 
tation, candidates elected 
merely on the basis of individu- 
al popularity, and puppet rep- 
resentatives have clearly prov- 
en ineffective. What is 
imperative to the position of a 
leader in a relatively conserva- 
tive atmosphere is competen- 
cy. A competent leader with 
firm convictions can be count- 
ed on to represent student in- 
terests while maintaining an ef- 
fective and necessary liason 
with our administrators. 

The quality of student rep- 
resentation at MWC is once 
again in our hands. The results 
of tomorrow's election will indi- 
cate the priorities and the di- 
rection that we want to pursue 
in the coming year. Please 
come out and vote. We cannot 
expect full representation if we 
do not offer full support in re- 
turn. Choose your candidates 
carefully, read their platforms 
and make an informed deci- 
sion. The right to vote does 
give us power. We just have to 
begin using it! If we want action 
we must be willing to take ac- 
tion. Vote in the S.A. elections.

something in between 23 Hour and the 
present setup. 

Buch: In the long run, I would like to 
see 23 hour visitation. In the short run, 
I know that this won't be accom- 
plished in one year ; you cannot get 23 
hour visitation overnight, especially 
with the present Board of Visitors- 
next year maybe There is a bill in the 
General Assembly in Richmond that 
states that there must be a recent 
graduate on the Board for next year. 
BULLET: How will you be able to af- 
fect any change in visitation when the 
Administration is so adamantly op- 
posed to it? 

Buch: Paid desk aides go on at 8:00 
a.m. Maybe convince the BOV to ex- 
tend the visitation hours at least back 
to 9:00 a.m. I want to go to the Board 
myself and make a proposal for this 
change; I'll give my reasons and I 
think I can convince them to do it. Es- 
pecially with the newer members of 
the Board. 

BULLET: Do you think that extend- 
ing the hours in the morning will be of 
any real value to us? Don't we want 
more hours at night? 
Buch: Yes, they ultimately want 
more at night. But right now I think 
we can only work a little at a time. If 
we can get one or two hours, it would 
help. 

BULLET: There is a bill now pending 
in Richmond which would place a stu- 
dent on the BOV of all state-supported 



schools in an advisory capacity. 
Would you support such a concept? 
Buch: Yes, I think that's an excellent 
idea. 

BULLET: Would you be willing to go 
personally to Richmond and testify in 
favor of the bill? 

Buch: Yes, I would go down to Rich- 
mond and testify on these things. I 
will do anything the students want me ' 
to do; the students are my main con- 
cern. If they want me to do it, then I'll 
doit. 

BULLET: You mention in your plat- 
form that you "will work for the 
rights of students." Could you expand 
on that? How do you feel about a Stu- 
dent Bill of Rights? 
Buch: A Student Bill of Rights would 
be good. I'd like to see it in the Hand- 
book. 

BULLET: How about the SA Constitu- 
tion? 

Buch: Maybe. I think a Student Bill of 
Rights is an excellent idea. I want to 
accomplish close communications 
with the students by getting out: I'm 
going to be on campus, I want people 
to see me. I'm not living in Framar. 
I'm going to be living in Virginia: 
that's the hub of the campus; people 
will see me there. 

BULLET: How would you feel about 
making student activities such as 
holding Executive Cabinet positions 
or major posts in the BULLET, BAT- 



TLEFIELD, AND AUBADE, either 
paid or credited offices? 
Buch: I think it's a great idea. The 
basketball players get credit, the peo- 
ple who act in plays get credit; it's 
only fair that we get credit as well. 
Most other state-supported schools 
recognize the time and effort nec- 
essary to do these jobs well by giving 
people credit. I think we should get 
paid, or at least get one more credit 
because it takes so many hours. 
BULLET: You were a member of an 
Executive Cabinet that issued a 
statement apparently endorsing 
Kathy Mayer's holding of only 10 
class hours. Do you have any com- 
ments on that? 

Buch: Most people on Executive Cabi- 
net took more than 12 hours this year, 
except for Kathy; and one of her 
classes was pottery and another was 
P.E. I will take 15 hours if I am elect- 
ed SA President. Kathy honestly felt 
that she was legally holding office 
since the day the dean said she was a 
full-time student. People in the past 
have done it, except for Gwen Phil- 
lips. I think that the people who put 
that provision in the Constitution in- 
tended "full-time student" to mean 
one taking 12 hours. But some people 

didn't. . . 

BULLET: But you were a member ot 
an Executive Cabinet that issued a 
statement supporting Mayer's posi- 
tion. 



Buch: We had to take a stand: it had 
been raked over the coals so much 
that people were sick of it. When Pres- 
ident Woodard came to talk to us he 
said that he had told Kathy that she 
was a full-time student. So all of us 
seemed to agree that we needed to 
take a positive stand behind Kathy. 
BULLET: In this matter, do you feel 
that the Executive Cabinet adequate- 
ly responded to the student questions 
and concern or was the fact that Pres- 
ident Woodard approved Mayer's ac- 
tions your major consideration? 
Buch: I considered the students' 
mainly. Granted, a few disagreed 
with Kathy, but most people I talked 
with agreed with me on this matter. I 
am a liason between the students and 
the Administration, but in situations 
of conflict I side with the students. 
BULLET: Are there any final words 
you have for the MWC student body 
before 20 percent of them go to cast 
their votes tomorrow? 
Buch: I feel that with my qualifica- 
tions and experience, I am the best 
person for the job. My communication 
with the students will allow me to be 
an effective representative of their in- 
terests; people come to me when they 
have problems, they come to me when 
they want things accomplished, they 
come to me with their issues. 
BULLET: Thank you very much, 
Laura.

PEAKE: Students could have ei- 
ther regular dorm keys, or an electro- 
nic locking system (as in the Day Stu- 
dents lounge) could be used. I look at 
it like this: the doors are going to be 
locked anyway, you're on your honor 
and there's no reason why you can't 
just bring them in with you. It's point- 
less to sign them in at night, although 
during the day, when the dorm is 
open, the sign-in system is a nec- 
essary security precaution. But now 
that MWC is changing from an all- 
girls school, I don't think that security 
is as big a factor as it once was. 

Another area worthy of study is the 
possibility of any student on campus, 
male and female, being able to go into 
any dorm without having to mess with 
signing in; all they'd need to do is 
show an ID. It's really ridiculous that 
male and female students can't study 
in each others rooms after midnight 
during the week, especially during 
exam week. 

BULLET: How would you respond 
to the criticism, "Well, if you don't

like the visitation at MWC, why did 
you come here and why don't you 

leave." 

PEAKE: I came to MWC because of 
its excellent academic standards. 
There are many things about MWC 
that I like, but that doesn't mean that 
I can't try to change the things I don't 
like. That's like saying to a U.S. Sen- 
ator, "how dare you propose an 
amendment to the Constitution: " 

BULLET: Your third goal is to "en- 
courage a better relationship between 
commuter and residential students." 
Could you expand on that? 

PEAKE: 1 would like to form a 
committee on Day Students to see ex- 
actly what their gripes are. I would 
also like to see a full T ly Student vote 
on the Executive Cabinet. There are 
now approximately 400 day students 
enrolled at MWC, and I don't see why 
they don't have a full vote on Exe- 
cutive Cabinet. Their needs are just 
as important as ours. 

BULLET: How would you respond 
to the criticism that residential stu- 



dents, as such, also don i nave a vote 
on Cabinet: the President of Resi- 
dential Council has no more privi- 
leges in that regard than does the Day 
Student President. Day Students are 
as eligible as anyone else to run for 
Cabinet positions. 

PEAKE: There's two ways of 
looking at that. The first is a reality : a 
day student has never served as SA 
President. Now, there is a Day Stu- 
dent President, and that in itself 
serves to further separate them from 
the campus as a whole. Eventually, a 
Day Student may be elected Presi- 
dent, but until then they need definite 
representation on the Cabinet. I feel 
that residential students already have 
the representation. Eventually, there 
should be no division between resi- 
dential and day students, but until 
that happens they must be properly 
represented on Cabinet. We must 
break down all the barriers; the meal 
plan and a more reasonable visitation 
policy would help. 

BULLET: Your fourth major goal 



is to "address the covert discrimina- 
tion involving the male student pop- 
ulation." Could you discuss that? 

PEAKE: Although there are many 
ways in which the MWC male is dis- 
criminated against, the mam one is 
the fact that they don't have their own 
houses such as Brent, Marye, and 
Framar. This is a real problem, since 
the male population here is growing 
and is an important contributing fac- 
tor to the College. They must have 
equal rights and privileges. 

BULLET: How would you feel 
about converting one of the houses 
into a coed facility? 

PEAKE: That's a possibility, but 
not a very good one The only real so- 
lution to this problem is to find the 
males a house of their o-i 

BULLET: How will you go about 
implementing that idea? 

PEAKE: Once again, ^ approach- 
ing the Administration with a fully-re- 
searched proposal.

fore the Civil War. Many free Blacks 
were craftsmen and skilled laborers. 
Approximately 37% were employed in 
urban areas of the South. Richmond, 
Charleston, and New Orleans all had 
large communities of free Blacks. De- 
spite this fact, the freedman was es- 
sentially "the third element in a socie- 
ty built for two." Even in the 
supposedly liberal North, the free 
Black was segregated by law and cus- 
tom. Many free Blacks like Benjamin 
Banneker and Etienne Bore made sig- 
nificant contributions to science and 
technology. Others, like Frederick 
Douglass and Harriet Tubman, were 
movers and shakers in the abolitionist 
movement. Even after Emancipa- 
tion, Black men and women who had 
been free before the Thirteenth 
Amendment continued to contribute 
to American life. The first Black U.S. 
Senator, Hiram Revels of Mississippi, 
had been a pre-Civil War freedman. 
All in all, many free blacks overcame 
the hardships placed on them by 
white society to rise to positions of 
prominence and make a lasting mark 
on the American lifestyle.

receptive to activities (in which they 
supposedly have had a voice in select- 
ing) and participate with appropriate 
enthusiasm and maturity. 

The RA must sponsor activities that 
do not have discriminatory overtones, 
either by the nature of the activity or 
the place and time at which it is held. 
Still activities must be specialized 
and competitive enough for those who 
are seeking more serious ways to 
spend their leisure time. There is also 
an informal obligation to work with 
and help promote related organiza- 
tions that are forming or already in 
existence. 

With a limited budget, all too few 
active personnel and few choice 
times, the RA cannot afford a hit-and- 
miss philosophy. The 1977-78 RA has 
avoided this policy, but has fostered 
dissatisfaction at the opposite end of 
the spectrum. Guided by traditional 
goals for each season of the year, the 
RA has delved minimally into new in- 
novations. The organization's repu- 
tation has suffered as a consequence. 

The major breakdown has oc- 
curred, then, within the association's 



communications and publicity. Th 
number of active participants amon 
the representatives does not refle 
the interest within a dorm or of the 
day students. Either voluntarily or by 
necessity, the work load has taller 
upon a precious few. As liasions be 
tween the students and the organiza 
tion's machinery, representative 
commonly fail to communicate stu 
dents' interests and, more important 
ly, the activities as outlined by the de- 
cision makers. 

The RA, unlike most other campus 
organizations, does not arrange 
things for students to watch, but for 
students to participate in. But recog- 
nizance of a problem is only a half- 
step towards the solution to a prob- 
lem. Criticism can only be construc- 
tive if those who must hear it and 
those who create it are willing to rem- 
edy the situation by listening, working 
and participating. 

Note: I would like to express my 
thanks to those 491 persons who 
signed the petition supporting my 
nomination for the office of RA Presi- 
dent.

Spe- 
cifically, the voter turnout for 
preliminary elections almost 
equalled the response at last 
year's final voting. Well over 
400 people voiced their views 
and asserted their voting 
power. 

This demonstration of stu- 
dent interest is indicative of the 
definitive need to ensure that 
our next Student Association 
officers be effective leaders. 
The results of these preliminar- 
ies further affirmed our recog- 
nition that the S.A. has the po 



of the executive cabinet, and 
when a petition drawn up to re- 
call our S.A. president col- 
lected over 200 signatures in a 
48 to 72 hour period. In light of 
all this, however, every mem- 
ber of executive cabinet 
published a statement de- 
fending their actions. Resolved 
or unresolved, these issues 
are now past history. The deci- 
sive question is: will we allow 
history to repeat itself two 
years consecutively? Regard- 
less of individual opinion on 
the positions of our present 
S.A. officials, the unrest and 
dissatisfaction of many stu- 
dents this year cannot be ig- 
nored or forgotten. It did occur. 
People were dissatisfied. The 
key issue in tomorrow's elec- 
tion is to prevent a continuance 
of this dissatisfaction by instal- 
ling officers worthy of their 
constituents trust and respect. 

In order to restore our Stu- 
dent Association to this posi- 
tion of trust and respect, we 
must determine what quality or 
qualities a leader should pos- 
sess.

Buch: In the long run, I would like to 
see 23 hour visitation. In the short run, 
I know that this won't be accom- 
plished in one year ; you cannot get 23 
hour visitation overnight, especially 
with the present Board of Visitors- 
next year maybe There is a bill in the 
General Assembly in Richmond that 
states that there must be a recent 
graduate on the Board for next year. 
BULLET: How will you be able to af- 
fect any change in visitation when the 
Administration is so adamantly op- 
posed to it? 

Buch: Paid desk aides go on at 8:00 
a.m. Maybe convince the BOV to ex- 
tend the visitation hours at least back 
to 9:00 a.m. I want to go to the Board 
myself and make a proposal for this 
change; I'll give my reasons and I 
think I can convince them to do it. Es- 
pecially with the newer members of 
the Board. 

BULLET: Do you think that extend- 
ing the hours in the morning will be of 
any real value to us? Don't we want 
more hours at night? 
Buch: Yes, they ultimately want 
more at night. But right now I think 
we can only work a little at a time. If 
we can get one or two hours, it would 
help. 

BULLET: There is a bill now pending 
in Richmond which would place a stu- 
dent on the BOV of all 



schools in an advisory capacity. 
Would you support such a concept? 
Buch: Yes, I think that's an excellent 
idea. 

BULLET: Would you be willing to go 
personally to Richmond and testify in 
favor of the bill? 

Buch: Yes, I would go down to Rich- 
mond and testify on these things. I 
will do anything the students want me 1 
to do; the students are my main con- 
cern. If they want me to do it, then I'll 
doit. 

BULLET: You mention in your plat- 
form that you "will work for the 
rights of students." Could you expand 
on that? How do you feel about a Stu- 
dent Bill of Rights? 
Buch: A Student Bill of Rights would 
be good. I'd like to see it in the Hand- 



BULLET: How about the SA Constitu- 
tion? 

Buch: Maybe. I think a Student Bill of 
Rights is an excellent idea. I want to 
accomplish close communications 
with the students by getting out: I'm 
going to be on campus, I want people 
to see me. I'm not living in Framar. 
I'm going to be living in Virginia: 
that's the hub of the campus; people 
will see me there. 

BULLET: How would you feel about 
making student activities such as 
holding Executive Cabinet positions 
or major posts in the BULLET, BAT- 



TLEFIELD, AND AUBADE, 
paid or credited offices? 
Buch: I think it's a great idea. The 
basketball players get credit, the peo- 
ple who act in plays get credit; it's 
only fair that we get credit as well. 
Most other state-supported schools 
recognize the time and effort nec- 
essary to do these jobs well by giving 
people credit. I think we should get 
paid, or at least get one more credit 
because it takes so many hours. 
BULLET: You were a member of an 
Executive Cabinet that issued a 
statement apparently endorsing 
Kathy Mayer's holding of only 10 
class hours. Do you have any com- 
ments on that? 

Buch: Most people on Executive Cabi- 
net took more than 12 hours this year, 
except for Kathy; and one of her 
classes was pottery and another was 
P.E. I will take 15 hours if I am elect- 
ed SA President. Kathy honestly felt 
that she was legally holding office 
since the day the dean said she was a 
full-time student. People in the past 
have done it, except for Gwen Phil- 
lips. I think that the people who put 
that provision in the Constitution in- 
tended "full-time student" to mean 
one taking 12 hours. But some people 

didn't. . . 

BULLET: But you were a member of 
an Executive Cabinet that issued a 
statement 
tion. 



Buch: We had to take a stand: it had 
been raked over the coals so much 
that people were sick of it. When Pres- 
ident Woodard came to talk to us he 
said that he had told Kathy that she 
was a full-time student. So all of us 
seemed to agree that we needed to 
take a positive stand behind Kathy. 
BULLET: In this matter, do you feel 
that the Executive Cabinet adequate- 
ly responded to the student questions 
and concern or was the fact that Pres- 
ident Woodard approved Mayer's ac- 
tions your major consideration? 
Buch: I considered the students' 
mainly. Granted, a few disagreed 
with Kathy, but most people I talked 
with agreed with me on this matter. I 
am a liason between the students and 
the Administration, but in situations 
of conflict I side with the students. 
BULLET: Are there any final words 
you have for the MWC student body 
before 20 percent of them go to cast 
their votes tomorrow? 
Buch: I feel that with my qualifica- 
tions and experience, I am the best 
person for the job. My communication 
with tht students will allow me to be 
an effective representative of their in- 
terests; people come to me when they 
have problems, they come to me when 
they want things accomplished, they 
come to me with their issues. 
BULLET: Thank you very much, 
Laura.

(Janu- 
ary, Executive Cabinet: Whom 
do they represent?) and it was 
obvious that confusion about 
our leaders reigned when a key 
member of S.A. resigned in 
protest of an executive cabinet 
issue, when an executive cabi- 
net member considered resig- 
nation regarding the same 
issue, when four students 



resentatives have clearly prov- 
en ineffective. What is 
imperative to the position of a 
leader in a relatively conserva- 
tive atmosphere is competen- 
cy. A competent leader with 
firm convictions can be count- 
ed on to represent student in- 
terests while maintaining an ef- 
fective and necessary liason 
with our administrators. 

The quality of student rep- 
resentation at MWC is once 
again in our hands. The results 
of tomorrow's election will indi- 
cate the priorities and the di- 
rection that we want to pursue 
in the coming year. Please 
come out and vote. We cannot 
expect full representation if we 
do not offer full support in re- 
turn. Choose your candidates 
carefully, read their platforms 
and make an informed deci- 
sion.

PEAKE: Students could have ei- 
ther regular dorm keys, or an electro- 
nic locking system (as in the Day Stu- 
dents lounge) could be used. I look at 
it like this: the doors are going to be 
locked anyway, you're on your honor 
and there's no reason why you can't 
just bring them in with you. It's point- 
less to sign them in at night, although 
during the day, when the dorm is 
open, the sign-in system is a nec- 
essary security precaution. But now 
that MWC is changing from an all- 
girls school, I don't think that security 
is as big a factor as it once was. 

Another area worthy of study is the 
possibility of any student on campus, 
male and female, being able to go into 
any dorm without having to mess with 
signing in; all they'd need to do is 
show an ID. It's really ridiculous that 
male and female students can't study 
in each others rooms after midnight 
during the week, especially during 
exam week. 

BULLET: How would you respond 
to the criticism, "Well, if you don't 



like the visitation at MWC, why did 
you come here and why don't you 
leave." 

PEAKE: I came to MWC because of 
its excellent academic standards. 
There are many things about MWC 
that I like, but that doesn't mean that 
I can't try to change the things I don't 
like. That's like saying to a U.S. Sen- 
ator, "how dare you propose an 
amendment to the Constitution: " 

BULLET: Your third goal is to "en- 
courage a better relationship between 
commuter and residential students." 
Could you expand on that? 

PEAKE: 1 would like to form a 
committee on Day Students to see ex- 
actly what their gripes are. I would 
also like to see a full T »y Student vote 
on the Executive Cabinet. There are 
now approximately 400 day students 
enrolled at MWC, and I don't see why 
they don't have a full vote on Exe- 
cutive Cabinet. Their needs are just 
as important as ours. 

BULLET: How would you respond 
to the criticism that residential stu- 



dents, as such, also don i nave a vote 
on Cabinet: the President of Resi- 
dential Council has no more privi- 
leges in that regard than does the Day 
Student President. Day Students are 
as eligible as anyone else to run for 
Cabinet positions. 

PEAKE: There's two ways of 
looking at that. The first is a reality: a 
day student has never served as SA 
President. Now, there is a Day Stu- 
dent President, and that in itself 
serves to further separate them from 
the campus as a whole. Eventually, a 
Day Student may be elected Presi- 
dent, but until then they need definite 
representation on the Cabinet. I feel 
that residential students already have 
the representation. Eventually, there 
should be no division between resi- 
dential and day students, but until 
that happens they must be properly 
represented on Cabinet. We must 
break down all the barriers; the meal 
plan and a more reasonable visitation 
policy would help. 

BULLET: Your fourth major goal 



is to "address the covert discrimina- 
tion involving the male student pop- 
ulation." Could you discuss that? 

PEAKE: Although there are many 
ways in which the MWC male is dis- 
criminated against, the main one is 
the fact that they don't have their own 
houses such as Brent, Marye, and 
Framar. This is a real problem, since 
the male population here is growing 
and is an important contributing fac- 
tor to the College. They must have 
equal rights and privileges. 

BULLET: How would you feel 
about converting one of the houses 
into a coed facility? 

PEAKE: That's a possibility, but 
not a very good one The only real so- 
lution to this problem is to find the

fore the Civil War. Many free Blacks 
were craftsmen and skilled laborers. 
Approximately 37% were employed in 
urban areas of the South. Richmond, 
Charleston, and New Orleans all had 
large communities of free Blacks. De- 
spite this fact, the freedman was es- 
sentially "the third element in a socie- 
ty built for two." Even in the 
supposedly liberal North, the free 
4-'- Black was segregated by law and cus- 
tom. Many free Blacks like Benjamin 
Banneker and Etienne Bore made sig- 
nificant contributions to science and 
technology. Others, like Frederick 
Douglass and Harriet Tubman, were 
movers and shakers in the abolitionist 
movement. Even after Emancipa- 
tion, Black men and women who had 
been free before the Thirteenth 
Amendment continued to contribute 
to American life. The first Black U.S. 
r Senator, Hiram Revels of Mississippi, 
had been a pre-Civil War freedman. 
All in all, many free blacks overcame 
the hardships placed on them by 
white society to rise to positions of 
prominence and make a lasting mark 
on the American lifestyle.

receptive to activities (in which they 
supposedly have had a voice in select- 
ing) and participate with appropriate 
enthusiasm and maturity. 

The RA must sponsor activities that 
do not have discriminatory overtones, 
either by the nature of the activity or 
the place and time at which it is held. 
Still activities must be specialized 
and competitive enough for those who 
are seeking more serious ways to 
spend their leisure time. There is also 
an informal obligation to work with 
and help promote related organiza- 
tions that are forming or already in 
existence. 

With a limited budget, all too few 
active personnel and few choice 
times, the RA cannot afford a hit-and- 
miss philosophy. The 1977-78 RA has 
avoided this policy, but has fostered 
dissatisfaction at the opposite end of 
the spectrum. Guided by traditional 
goals for each season of the year, the 
RA has delved minimally into new in- 
novations. The organization's repu- 
tation has suffered as a consequence. 

The major breakdown has oc- 
curred, then, within the association's 



communications and publicity. Th 
number of active participants amon 
the representatives does not reflec 
the interest within a dorm or of the 
day students. Either voluntarily or by 
necessity, the work load has faller 
upon a precious few. As liasions be 
tween the students and the organiza 
tion's machinery, representative 
commonly fail to communicate stu 
dents' interests and, more important 
ly, the activities as outlined by the de- 
cision makers. 

The RA, unlike most other campus 
organizations, does not arrange 
things for students to watch, but for 
students to participate in. But recog- 
nizance of a problem is only a half- 
step towards the solution to a prob- 
lem. Criticism can only be construc- 
tive if those who must hear it and 
those who create it are willing to rem- 
edy the situation by listening, working 
and participating. 

Note: I would like to express my 
thanks to those 491 persons who 
signed the petition supporting my 
nomination for the office of RA Presi- 
dent.

a maintenance of the status 
quo. I applaud the response of 
these 400 plus voters and I look 
forward to an informed majority 
choice tomorrow that will re- 
flect a concerned call for re- 
sponsible representation. 

The immediate necessity of 
this responsible representation 
cannot be emphasized enough. 
Serious questions have arisen 
concerning the representation 
offered this year by our S.A. 
executive cabinet members. It 
was not always clear whose 
cause they represented. (Janu- 
ary, Executive Cabinet: Whom 
do they represent?) and it was 
obvious that confusion about 
our leaders reigned when a key 
member of S.A. resigned in 
protest of an executive cabinet 
issue, when an executive cabi- 
net member considered resig- 
nation regarding the same 
issue, when four students 



of law in a hearing due to a de- 
cision made by three members 
of the executive cabinet, and 
when a petition drawn up to re- 
call our S.A. president col- 
lected over 200 signatures in a 
48 to 72 hour period. In light of 
all this, however, every mem- 
ber of executive cabinet 
published a statement de- 
fending their actions. Resolved 
or unresolved, these issues 
are now past history. The deci- 
sive question is: will we allow 
history to repeat itself two 
years consecutively? Regard- 
less of individual opinion on 
the positions of our present 
S.A. officials, the unrest and 
dissatisfaction of many stu- 
dents this year cannot be ig- 
nored or forgotten. It did occur. . 
People were dissatisfied. The 
key issue in tomorrow's elec- 
tion is to prevent a continuance 
of this dissatisfaction by instal- 
ling officers worthy of their 
constituents trust and respect. 

In order to restore our Stu- 
dent Association to this posi- 
tion of trust and respect, we 
must determine what quality or 
qualities a leader should pos- 
sess. 

Radical leadership represen- 
tation, candidates elected 
merely on the basis of individu- 
al popularity, and puppet rep- 
resentatives have clearly prov- 
en ineffective. What is 
imperative to the position of a 
leader in a relatively conserva- 
tive atmosphere is competen- 
cy. A competent leader with 
firm convictions can be count- 
ed on to represent student in- 
terests while maintaining an ef- 
fective and necessary Mason 
with our administrators. 

The quality of student rep- 
resentation at MWC is once 
again in our hands. The results 
of tomorrow's election will indi- 
cate the priorities and the di- 
rection that we want to pursue 
in the coming year. Please 
come out and vote. We cannot 
expect full representation if we 
do not offer full support in re- 
turn. Choose your candidates 
carefully, read their platforms 
and make an informed deci- 
sion. The right to vote does 
give us power. We just have to 
begin using it! If we want action 
we must be willing to take ac- 
tion. Vote in the S.A. elections.

something in between 23 hour and the 
present setup. 

Buch: In the long run, I would like to 
see 23 hour visitation. In the short run, 
I know that this won't be accom- 
plished in one year; you cannot get 23 
hour visitation overnight, especially 
with the present Board of Visitors- 
next year maybe There is a bill in the 
General Assembly in Richmond that 
states that there must be a recent 
graduate on the Board for next year.

PEAKE: I came to MWC because of 
its excellent academic standards. 
There are many things about MWC 
that I like, but that doesn't mean that 
I can't try to change the things I don't 
like. That's like saying to a U.S. Sen- 
ator, "how dare you propose an 
amendment to the Constitution: " 

BULLET: Your third goal is to "en- 
courage a better relationship between 
commuter and residential students." 
Could you expand on that? 

PEAKE: 1 would like to form a 
committee on Day Students to see ex- 
actly what their gripes are. I would 
also like to see a full r ly Student vote 
on the Executive Cabinet. There are 
now approximately 400 day students 
enrolled at MWC, and I don't see why 
they don't have a full vote on Exe- 
cutive Cabinet. Their needs are just 
as important as ours. 

BULLET: How would you respond 
to the criticism that residential stu- 



dents, as such, also don i nave a vote 
on Cabinet: the President of Resi- 
dential Council has no more privi- 
leges in that regard than does the Day 
Student President. Day Students are 
as eligible as anyone else to run for 
Cabinet positions. 

PEAKE: There's two ways of 
looking at that. The first is a reality : a 
day student has never served as SA 
President. Now, there is a Day Stu- 
dent President, and that in itself 
serves to further separate them from 
the campus as a whole. Eventually, a 
Day Student may be elected Presi- 
dent, but until then they need definite 
representation on the Cabinet. I feel 
that residential students already have 
the representation. Eventually, there 
should be no division between resi- 
dential and day students, but until 
that happens they must be properly 
represented on Cabinet. We must 
break down all the barriers; the meal 
plan and a more reasonable visitation 
policy would help. 

BULLET: Your fourth maior goal 



is to "address the covert discrimina- 
tion involving the male student pop- 
ulation." Could you discuss that? 

PEAKE: Although there are many 
ways in which the MWC male is dis- 
criminated against, the main one is 
the fact that they don't have their own 
houses such as Brent, Marye, and 
Framar. This is a real problem, since 
the male population here is growing 
and is an important contributing fac- 
tor to the College. They must have 
equal rights and privileges. 

BULLET: How would you feel 
about converting one of the houses 
into a coed facility? 

PEAKE: That's a possibility, but 
not a very good one The only real so- 
lution to this problem is to find the 
males a house of their o«'^ 

BULLET: How will you go about 
implementing that idea? 

PEAKE: Once again, by approach- 
ing the Administration with a fully-re- 
searched proposal.

fore the Civil War. Many free Blacks 
were craftsmen and skilled laborers. 
Approximately 37% were employed in 
urban areas of the South. Richmond, 
Charleston, and New Orleans all had 
large communities of free Blacks. De- 
spite this fact, the freedman was es- 
sentially "the third element in a socie- 
ty built for two." Even in the 
supposedly liberal North, the free 
Black was segregated by law and cus- 
tom. Many free Blacks like Benjamin 
Banneker and Etienne Bore made sig- 
nificant contributions to science and 
technology. Others, like Frederick 
Douglass and Harriet Tubman, were 
movers and shakers in the abolitionist 
movement. Even after Emancipa- 
tion, Black men and women who had 
been free before the Thirteenth 
Amendment continued to contribute 
to American life. The first Black U.S. 
Senator , Hiram Revels of Mississippi, 
had been a pre-Civil War freedman. 
All in all, many free blacks overcame 
the hardships placed on them by 
white society to rise to positions of 
prominence and make a lasting mark 
on the American lifestyle.

receptive to activities (in which they 
supposedly have had a voice in select- 
ing) and participate with appropriate 
enthusiasm and maturity. 

The RA must sponsor activities that 
do not have discriminatory overtones, 
either by the nature of the activity or 
the place and time at which it is held. 
Still activities must be specialized 
and competitive enough for those who 
are seeking more serious ways to 
spend their leisure time. There is also 
an informal obligation to work with 
and help promote related organiza- 
tions that are forming or already in 
existence. 

With a limited budget, all too few 
active personnel and few choice 
times, the RA cannot afford a hit-and- 
miss philosophy. The 1977-78 RA has 
avoided this policy, but has fostered 
dissatisfaction at the opposite end of 
the spectrum. Guided by traditional 
goals for each season of the year, the 
RA has delved minimally into new in- 
novations. The organization's repu- 
tation has suffered as a consequence. 

The major breakdown has oc- 
curred, then, within the association's 



communications and publicity. Thf 
number of active participants among 
the representatives does not refleq 
the interest within a dorm or of the 
day students. Either voluntarily or by 
necessity, the work load has fallen] 
upon a precious few. As liasions beJ 
tween the students and the organiza-l 
tion's machinery, representatives 
commonly fail to communicate stu-I 
dents' interests and, more important-l 
ly, the activities as outlined by the de-[ 
cision makers. 

The RA, unlike most other campusl 
organizations, does not arrange! 
things for students to watch, but for| 
students to participate in. But recog- 
nizance of a problem is only a half- 
step towards the solution to a prob-| 
lem. Criticism can only be construc- 
tive if those who must hear it andl 
those who create it are willing to rem- 
edy the situation by listening, working | 
and participating. 

Note: I would like to express my 
thanks to those 491 persons whoi 
signed the petition supporting my| 
nomination for the office of RA Presi- 
dent.

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Kennedy's Children 



Long Ago and Far Away 



Poet Recites Original Work

The acting ability in Kennedy's 
Children is not to be questioned. The 
six-member cast was appropriately 
stereo-typical, the Greenwich Village 
barroom set was realistic and painful- 
ly indifferent to the quests of the char- 
acters; the atmosphere created by 
the long monologues recited poignant- 
ly by each character were carefully 
designed and plausibly portrayed. 

What, then, was missing from the 
Mary Washington College's spring 
drama production of 1978 which 
opened February 22 in Klein Theater? 
Perhaps if the play had been set in 
1970, rather than on Valentine's Day, 
1974, the mythical magic and chaos of 
the '60's would have been more immi- 
nent, more scarring. Possibly if most 
spectators had been over the age of 21 
(and usually members of the Freder- 
icksburg community do frequent 
MWC drama productions) a more ac- 
curate assessment of the impact of 
the '60's could have been made. Does 
one really expect to find five persons 
between the ages of 26 and 35 in a New 
York City bar psychologically ob- 
sessed with the '60's— who appear to 
do nothing else but reminisce and live 
in the past? Perhaps, but I was not 
convinced. 

The complete lack of interaction be- 
tween characters was effective up to 
a point. But the soliloquies became 
somewhat monotonous. How can a 
young, late-1970's audience be ex- 
pected to sympathize with a sexpot's 



sole ambition to be identical to Mari- 
lyn Monroe? Simon Gray, who excel- 
lently portrayed a confused homosex- 
ual who plays bit parts in off-beat 
theaters summed up the inherent 
problem in this play. "Some people 
aren't made to live in the present," he 
said wistfully. Just as Rona, a politi- 
cal activist of the '60's ( played by Sid- 
ney Rose) who no longer has a cause 
to protest would not understand ad- 
vice instructing her to look ahead and 
forget the past, the practicality ram- 
pant at MWC does not understand the 
characters in that Greenwich Village 
bar. 

It is difficult to understand why 
Wanda (obsessed with the "Kennedy 
Promise" and emphatic in her desire 
to recall every detail of his death) 
does not build a new Camelot, rep- 
resentative of today's hopes and to- 
day's dreams. 

It is, surely beneficial to remember 
the death and destruction of the '60's, 
the turmoil of the civil rights 
movement, the pain of Kennedy's 
death. It is unfortunate, and a little 
unbelievable however, that the char- 
acters in Kennedy's Children do not 
remember the past, in order to learn 
about the future. They are sickeningly 
obsessed with the past and give no in- 
dication of their willingness to re- 
member and learn. Carla commits 
suicide at the conclusion of the play, 
stating that Marilyn Monroe "knew 
how to go." Sparger, the would-be 
actor and homosexual, informs the 



audience that his tedious monologue 
was "only a recording." Mark, the 
war veteran, looks back upon his 
diary and feels that if he is going to be 
writing these things he should be 
"writing things in the sand for the sea 
to wash away." 

The audience cannot easily feel ap- 
preciated after hearing these re- 
marks. After two hours of attempting 
to make the audience understand 
(and failing), the characters appear 
to say: "never mind, I didn't want to 
tell you anyway." One might reply to 
the author: "Thank goodness, I didn't 
really want to hear it."

Long Ago and Far Away

The acting ability in Kennedy's 

hildren is not to be questioned. The 
six-member cast was appropriately 
stereo-typical, the Greenwich Village 
barroom set was realistic and painful- 
ly indifferent to the quests of the char- 
acters; the atmosphere created by 
the long monologues recited poignant- 
ly by each character were carefully 
designed and plausibly portrayed. 

What, then, was missing from the 
Mary Washington College's spring 
drama production of 1978 which 
opened February 22 in Klein Theater ? 
Perhaps if the play had been set in 
1970, rather than on Valentine's Day, 
1974, the mythical magic and chaos of 
the '60's would have been more immi- 
nent, more scarring. Possibly if most 
spectators had been over the age of 21 
(and usually members of the Freder- 
icksburg community do frequent 
MWC drama productions ) a more ac- 
curate assessment of the impact of 
the '60's could have been made. Does 
one really expect to find five persons 
between the ages of 26 and 35 in a New 
York City bar psychologically ob- 
sessed with the '60's— who appear to 
do nothing else but reminisce and live 
in the past? Perhaps, but I was not 
convinced. 

The complete lack of interaction be- 
tween characters was effective up to 
a point. But the soliloquies became 
somewhat monotonous. How can a 
young, late-1970's audience be ex- 
pected to sympathize with a sexpot's 



sole ambition to be identical to Mari- 
lyn Monroe? Simon Gray, who excel- 
lently portrayed a confused homosex- 
ual who plays bit parts in off-beat 
theaters summed up the inherent 
problem in this play. "Some people 
aren't made to live in the present," he 
said wistfully. Just as Rona, a politi- 
cal activist of the '60's ( played by Sid- 
ney Rose) who no longer has a cause 
to protest would not understand ad- 
vice instructing her to look ahead and 
forget the past, the practicality ram- 
pant at MWC does not understand the 
characters in that Greenwich Village 
bar. 

It is difficult to understand why 
Wanda (obsessed with the "Kennedy 
Promise" and emphatic in her desire 
to recall every detail of his death) 
does not build a new Camelot, rep- 
resentative of today's hopes and to- 
day's dreams. 

It is surely beneficial to remember 
the death and destruction of the '60's, 
the turmoil of the civil rights 
movement, the pain of Kennedy's 
death. It is unfortunate, and a little 
unbelievable however, that the char- 
acters in Kennedy's Children do not 
remember the past, in order to learn 
about the future. They are sickeningly 
obsessed with the past and give no in- 
dication of their willingness to re- 
member and learn. Carla commits 
suicide at the conclusion of the play, 
stating that Marilyn Monroe "knew 
how to go." Sparger, the would-be 
actor and homosexual, informs the 



audience that his tedious monologue 
was "only a recording." Mark, the 
war veteran, looks back upon his 
diary and feels that if he is going to be 
writing these things he should be 
"writing things in the sand for the sea 
to wash away." 

The audience cannot easily feel ap- 
preciated after hearing these re- 
marks. After two hours of attempting 
to make the audience understand 
(and failing), the characters appear 
to say: "never mind, I didn't want to 
tell you anyway." One might reply to 
the author: "Thank goodness, I didn't 
really want to hear it."
